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Yesterday WEB NV, Aruba’s 
water and electricity plant, 
was on television again at 
prime time in a repeat pro¬ 
gram informing the public of 
the RECIP fase 3 program 
which is currently under con¬ 
struction. 

Yesterday they could have 
been seen on ATV at 6:45 
pm. Tonight they can be seen 
on Tele Aruba at 7:00 pm. 
And, later tonight they can be 
seen at prime time.. .9:00 pm 
on Channel 22. The WEB 
program is a 15 minute tele¬ 
vision segment in which they 
will explain the technology 
of the RECIP and the process 
to implement this here in 
Aruba. They will illustrate, 
with specific data, how effi¬ 



cient this system is. 

WEB is inviting everyone 
to take some time to watch 
the 15 minute pro- 
grram. It will be 
very informative. 

The RECIP 3 is 
one of a myriad of 
projects which 
began way back in 
2003 (up to 2002 
the price of Fuel 
Oil was US$10 to 
$20) WEB made 
the decision to ei¬ 
ther expand with 
one other boiler or 
explore some other 
technology. 

A plan was put 
in place to move on 
to the technology 
of the 
RECIP 
motor to 
generate electricity 
and so doing reduce 
their fuel oil con¬ 
sumption. That en¬ 
abled WEB to 
improve their capac¬ 
ity for generating 
electricity in a much 
more efficient man¬ 
ner. 

In the year 2006 
when fuel oil was 
sold for US$45, 
WEB laid the ground 
work for the first 
phase of the project. 
They set up the 
RECIP motors with 


24 MW or 15% of the de¬ 
mand. In 2008 they installed 
RECIP phase 2 with 24MW 
for a total of 35% of the elec¬ 
tricity demand. 

Today in 2011 with fuel 
oil costing just over US$100, 
they are in the process of 
building two important proj¬ 
ects. These projects are de¬ 
signed to improve WEB’s 
efficiency and reduce their 
Fuel Oil consumption. 

1. RECIP Phase 3 with 
44 MW of capacity in con¬ 
junction with the “Waste 
Heat Recovery Boilers”. This 
will result in a saving of 530 
barrels of fuel oil per day. 
Fuel Oil per day is almost 
US$ 53 thousand dollars per 
day. This fuel helps reduce

LatAm group tries to block 
Libyan rebels at UN 


UNITED NATIONS (AFP) - A 
group of Latin American coun¬ 
tries is trying to stop Libya's 
rebel government taking up the 
country's UN seat in time for 
next week's UN General As¬ 
sembly summit, diplomats said 
yesterday. 

Venezuela, acting for the 
ALBA group of countries, has 
written to UN leaders setting 
out the group's stance that 
Libya's UN seat should not be 
held by "an illegitimate transi¬ 
tory authority imposed by for¬ 
eign intervention." 

The move comes as the UN 
General Assembly credentials 
committee discusses Libya's 
membership ahead of next 
week's gathering of more than 
140 heads of state and govern¬ 
ment when the National Tran¬ 
sitional Council hopes to make 
its international debut. 

The 193 member General 
Assembly may now have to 
hold a vote first to let the NTC 
take over the UN seat that is 
officially still held by the go¬ 
vernment of Moamer Kadhafi. 
Diplomats said the vote may 
be held Friday. 

Normally the credentials 
committee makes a recom¬ 
mendation which is adopted by 
consensus at the assembly. 


"This is clearly an attempt 
by the Latin group to stop the 
transitional council being at 
next week's meetings," said 
one UN diplomat. 

Venezuela's UN ambassa¬ 
dor Jorge Valero sent a letter to 
the President of the General 
Assembly, Nassir Abdulaziz 
al-Nasser, setting out the oppo¬ 
sition to the Libya rebels 
agreed by foreign ministers 
from Venezuela, Bolivia, 
Cuba, Ecuador, Nicaragua, 
Honduras, Dominica, Saint 
Vincent and Antigua and Bar¬ 
buda at the ALBA meeting. 

ALBA called for "an in- 
depth debate" at the UN cre¬ 
dentials committee on Libya's 
membership. 

It said this should be 
"aimed at preventing the occu¬ 
pation of the Libyan seat until 
a legitimate government is es¬ 
tablished, without foreign in¬ 
tervention, a government that 
reflects the free and sovereign 
will of the Libyan people." 

While more than 80 coun¬ 
tries, including most of the 
major powers, have recognized 
the transitional council, the 
government of Venezuela's 
radical President Hugo Chavez 
remains a backer of Kadhafi, 
who is now in hiding.

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TRIPOLI (AFP) - Libya’s new 
rulers basked in a wave of in¬ 
ternational support Wednes¬ 
day, as they awaited a visit by 
the leaders of Britain and 
France, and Washington 
pledged to respect the right of 
Libyans to decide their own 
future. 

A senior US official said 
after meeting Abdel Jalil that 
Washington stood behind the 
Libyan people, as Spain re¬ 
opened its embassy in the cap¬ 
ital and said it had secured UN 
approval to release 350 mil¬ 
lion euros ($480 million) in 
frozen Libyan accounts to the 
country's new rulers. 

"This is a victory by the 
Libyan people and Libya's 
destiny must be decided by 
Libyans alone," the assistant 
secretary of state for Near 
Eastern affairs told a news 
conference. 

This came as a top-level 
team from the African Union, 
which has refused to recog¬ 
nise the NTC, discussed ways 
to press for an inclusive 
Libyan government at a gath- 


MEXICO CITY (AFP) - 
Some 2,000 teachers demon¬ 
strated Wednesday in the Mex¬ 
ican port city of Acapulco to 
seek protection against at¬ 
tempted extortion of their 
salaries and better security 
measures in schools. 

Organizers estimated 127 
schools were now paralyzed 
by a strike movement which 
started three weeks ago in 
some establishments. 

"We want a dialogue with 
the governor," said spokesman 
Roman Lopez, referring to 
southern Guerrero state gover¬ 
nor Angel Aguirre. 

The protests started after 
teachers received several hun- 


ering in Pretoria, South Africa.

Dutch state liable 
for 1947 Indonesia 
executions: court 


THE HAGUE (AFP) - The 
Dutch state is responsible for 
executions committed by colo¬ 
nial troops at an Indonesian 
village in 1947 and relatives of 
victims should be compen¬ 
sated, a Dutch court ruled 
Wednesday. 

Eight widows and one sur¬ 
vivor from the town of 
Rawagedeh east of Jakarta 
took the Dutch state to court in 
2008 to claim compensation 
for the execution of men and 
boys on December 9, 1947 by 
Dutch colonial troops, during 
Indonesia's war of independ¬ 
ence. 

A three-judge bench of The 
Hague civil court ruled 
Wednesday that seven of the 
eight widows claiming com¬ 
pensation should receive it, 


while the family of a survivor 
of the massacre should also be 
compensated. The survivor, 
named as Saih Bin Sakam, 
died at age 88 in May this year. 

An eighth widow died be¬ 
fore the court papers were for¬ 
mally lodged in 2008, 
Schreuder said, turning down 
that claim. 

A hearing to determine the 
exact amount to be paid would 
be the next step, the group's 
delighted lawyer Liesbeth 
Zegveld said. 

The Netherlands has in the 
past admitted that the execu¬ 
tion did indeed take place, but 
argued that no claim could be 
lodged because of an expiry in 
the statute of limitations in 
Dutch law of five years, the 
court heard. 


Colombia ex-secret 
service chief jailed 
in murder 


BOGOTA (AFP) - Colombia's 
Supreme Court on Wednesday 
sentenced a former secret serv¬ 
ice chief, who served under 
ex-president Alvaro Uribe, to 
25 years in prison for the mur¬ 
der of an academic. 

The court declared Jorge 
Noguera, the former director 
of the security administration 
department, or DAS, guilty of 
aggravated conspiracy and 
homicide in the death of Al¬ 
fredo Correa de Andreis. 

Correa was shot to death 
along with a bodyguard, Edel- 
berto Ochoa Martinez, by as¬ 
sailants on a motorcycle on 
September 17, 2004 in the 
Caribbean city of Barranquilla. 

Noguera, who was director 
of the DAS from 2002 to 2006, 
is alleged to have carried out 
illegal activities with members 
of right-wing paramilitary 
groups that infiltrated the secu¬ 
rity service. 


His sentencing was the first 
of a senior official directly ap¬ 
pointed by Uribe, who has 
come under fire from human 
rights groups for rights viola¬ 
tions during his eight years in 
office. 

Reacting to the verdict on 
his Twitter account, Uribe said 
he had chosen Noguera "for 
his resume and his family." 

Previously, a leader of the 
rightwing paramilitary group 
the Self Defense Units of 
Colombia, or AUC by its 
Spanish acronym, also was 
convicted of the Correa and 
Ochoa murders, and sentenced 
to 26 years in prison. 

Correa de Andreis, a pro¬ 
fessor of agronomy and soci¬ 
ology at the Universidad del 
Norte, reportedly ran afoul of 
paramilitary groups in the area 
because he was seen as being 
too close to Colombians dis¬ 
placed by the civil strife.

Summary of the Bulletin for the first quarter of 2011 


ORANJESTAD - The Cen- 
trale Bank van Aruba (CBA) 
concludes in its Quarterly 
Bulletin of the first quarter of 
2011 that the Aruban eco¬ 
nomic development in that 
quarter was satisfactory. The 
indicators of the tourism sec¬ 
tor showed positive develop¬ 
ments, with total visitors 
increasing by 2.2 percent and 
tourism receipts by 6.0 per¬ 
cent. Cruise tourism contin¬ 
ued to do well in the first 
quarter of 2011, surpassing 
even the level of 2009. En¬ 
couraging were also the re¬ 
opening of the refinery at the 
start of 2011 which meant 
that the quantity of oil refined 
in the first quarter of 2011 
spiked in comparison to 

2010, and the increase in rev¬ 
enues of the various tax com¬ 
ponents such as wage and 
profit tax, and import duties. 
In addition, the real turnover 
tax receipts rose in the 
months February, March and 
April 2011, reflecting trans¬ 
actions in the first quarter of 

2011. 

Positive developments 
were not yet fully visible in 
the construction sector, where 
several indicators such as 
permits granted and electrical 
installations approved still 
showed a decline. The im¬ 
ports of cement and other 
construction-related prod¬ 
ucts, however, grew signifi¬ 


cantly. The latter could be in¬ 
dicative of a pick-up in the 
execution of projects and 
general recovery of the econ¬ 
omy. 

Total government debt 
grew by 1.5 percent to Afl. 
2,427.6 million. As a conse¬ 
quence, the government debt 
to GDP ratio rose by 0.5 per¬ 
centage point to 55.9 percent. 
Given the budgeted fiscal 
deficit for 2011, nominal debt 
is likely to increase further. 
The government’s financial 
deficit on a cash-adjusted 
basis (i.e., including net lend¬ 
ing and changes in the unmet 
financing requirements) ex¬ 
panded to Afl. 108.8 million 
in the first quarter of 2011, 
compared to Afl. 91.8 million 
in the first quarter of 2010. 
Total revenue rose by a mar¬ 
ginal 0.2 percent to Afl. 233.3 
million while total expendi¬ 
tures amounted to Afl. 341.8 
million, which is equal to an 
expansion of 8.4 percent. The 
small growth in total govern¬ 
ment revenue, despite the 
aforementioned increase in 
proceeds from various tax 
components, was the result of 
declines in the income from 
excises on tobacco, beer, and 
liquor, room tax revenue, 
turnover tax receipts on a 
cash basis, and nontax rev¬ 
enue. Meanwhile, in its 
budget of 2011 the govern¬ 
ment committed itself to 


reaching a balanced budget in 
2016. However, despite the 
encouraging results of the 
first round of the social dia¬ 
logue, as well as the aggres¬ 
sive investment stimulus 
government program, addi¬ 
tional reforms to further re¬ 
duce expenditures and/or 
raise revenues may be neces¬ 
sary to achieve this goal. 

The money supply ex¬ 
panded by Afl. 19.4 million 
in the first quarter of 2011 to 
Afl. 3,174.1 million, attribut¬ 
able to an Afl. 22.7 million 
net inflow of foreign funds. 
Slow domestic credit demand 
was evident as loans to enter¬ 
prises and consumer credit 
continued to underperform. 
Housing mortgage lending 
grew steadily. The ratio of 
nonperforming loans to total 
gross loans granted by the 
commercial banks decreased 
from 10.8 percent to 9.8 per¬ 
cent, partly related to the 
write-off of some of these 
nonperforming loans. The 
weighted average interest rate 
margin on new loans and new 
deposits dropped from 8.5 
percent to 8.0 percent, fol¬ 
lowing a more pronounced 
decline in the weighted aver¬ 
age rate of interest on new 
loans compared to that of 
new deposits. 

The balance of payments 
posted an Afl. 22.7 million 
surplus in the first quarter of 
2011 (2010: Afl. 45.2 million 
surplus), resulting in the pre¬ 
viously mentioned net inflow 
of funds from abroad. Total 
net foreign assets (including 
revaluation differences of 
gold and official foreign ex¬ 
change holdings) rose by Afl. 
26.2 million to Afl. 1,498.9 
million at the end of March 
2011, the equivalent of 5.9 
months of current account 
payments.

PARIS (AFP) - We sort our 
rubbish. We recycle our rain¬ 
water. We worry about de¬ 
pleted oceans, ravaged 
rainforests, threatened 
species. 

If we fly abroad, buy a car, 
crank up the heating or air- 
conditioning — or even pur¬ 
chase bottled water — we 
may think about how we add 
to the greenhouse effect. 

These reflexes are now an¬ 
chored among consumers in 
many parts of the world. 

Yet 40 years ago, when 
environmentalism was lim¬ 
ited to a tribe of academics 
and quirky visionaries, such 
actions would have triggered 
bewilderment, even a laugh. 

Back then, whales were 
slaughtered commercially on 
a massive scale. 

France and China con¬ 
ducted nuclear tests in the at¬ 
mosphere. 

People sprayed their 
armpits with deodorants that 
gobbled up Earth's ozone layer. 

Oil was so cheap that the 
term "gas guzzler" had not 
even been invented, any more 
than "carbon footprint." 

Yet it was also in Septem¬ 
ber 1971 that the blithe belief 
in Earth as a planet of bound¬ 
less resources began to 
shrink, thanks in large part to 
green activism. 

Born within days of each 
other, Greenpeace and 
Friends of the Earth Interna¬ 
tional launched a mix of 


11 sailing ship 

grassroots campaigning, 
provocative or humorous 
stunts or civil disobedience, 
jolting a movement that until 
then had been sedate. 

"The 1960s and 70s were 
the beginning of large-scale 
environmental breakdown, 
and people were aware of it," 
author Rex Weyler, also co¬ 
founder of Greenpeace Inter¬ 
national, said in a phone 
interview with AFP. 

In 1985, Greenpeace's 
vessel, the Rainbow Warrior, 
was blown up by French 
agents to prevent it nearing 
the Mururoa test site in the 
South Pacific. 

The scandal propelled 
Greenpeace to global promi¬ 
nence, a status strengthened 
the following year by the 
Chernobyl disaster. 

Today, with a presence in 
43 countries, 2.8 million 
members or donors, and a 
budget last year that rose 15 
percent to 226 million euros 
(310 million dollars), it is a 
force that few governments 
or corporations can readily 
ignore. 

Its 1,200 staff range from 
"direct action" activists to 
scientific researchers, policy 
wonks and iPad-clutching 
smoothies who twist the arms 
of policymakers, executives 
and journalists. Friends of the 
Earth boasts 76 member 
groups and two million mem¬ 
bers. 


The list of exploits is long. 

Green militancy helped 
seal the Montreal Protocol to 
protect the ozone layer, 
blocked Monsanto's trans¬ 
genic seeds in Europe, made 
Shell scrap plans to dump a 
disused oil rig in the sea and 
pressured Nestle over palm 
oil sourced from Indonesian 
rain forests 

(http://www.youtube.com/wa 
tch?v=QVlt-MvnCrA). 

But such clout is strongest 
in Europe and North America 
and is far weaker in Asia and 
Africa, where the environ¬ 
ment is fast degrading. 

And on climate change — 
where the biggest bucks are 
at stake — campaigning "has 
met with a bloody nose," as a 
veteran UN observer put it. 

The NGOs agitated mas¬ 
sively for a worldwide treaty 
at the Copenhagen Summit in 
December 2009. They were 
stunned when the summit be¬ 
came a fiasco, leaving cli¬ 
mate change in a limbo that is 
unchanged today. 

"The strategy for Copen¬ 
hagen was really 'Copenhagen 
or bust'," Paul Horsman of the 
London-based Global Cam¬ 
paign for Climate Action told 
AFP in June. "Well, Copen¬ 
hagen bust." 

After celebrating its 40th 
birthday on Thursday, Green¬ 
peace next month launches 
Rainbow Warrior III — a tai¬ 
lor-made engine-assisted sail¬ 
ing ship, complete with 
helicopter pad and accommo¬ 
dation for 32 eco-warriors. 

Like the grey-haired man 
who buys a Porsche, is this a 
luxury purchase to boost the 
testosterone levels, to remind 
a middle-aged organisation of 
its youth? 

One such critic is Paul 
Watson. He helped launch 
Greenpeace but split to set up 
the Sea Shepherd Conserva¬ 
tion Society, which is claim¬ 
ing more and more successes 
in confronting Japan's 
whalers on the high seas. 

In his view, the big NGOs 
have ignored the crisis of 
human over-population and 
become gentrified, cosying 
up to politicians who have no 
interest in fixing enviroment 
problems as it would cost 
them their career to do so. 

"Anger, which was a very 
important part of (the environ¬ 
ment movement), has left it," 
Watson said in an interview. 

Greenpeace, he quipped, 
"are the Avon Ladies of the 
environmental movement. 
They're just knocking on 
doors and asking for money."

’Jew or Not Jew’ app 
pulled by Apple in France 


(AFP)—Apple said Wednes¬ 
day that an iPhone application 
called "Jew or Not Jew" 
which drew criticism from 
anti-racism and Jewish 
groups has been removed 
from the App Store in France. 

"This app violates local 
law and is no longer available 
on the App Store in France," 
Apple spokesman Tom Neu- 
mayr told AFP. 

The application, which 
went on sale on August 9 and 
cost 0.79 euros, was de¬ 
nounced in France by SOS 
Racisme, Jewish groups and 
other organizations. 

The app provided infor¬ 
mation about whether some 


3,500 people from various 
walks of life in 50 countries 
were Jewish or not. 

The creator of the applica¬ 
tion, Johann Levy, told AFP 
in Paris that he is Jewish and 
the app was not intended to be 
offensive. 

On the contrary, he said, it 
was designed to "make Jews 
proud" when they find out 
that a "particular celebrity is 
also Jewish." 

French laws enacted fol¬ 
lowing World War II ban 
compiling information about 
religious affiliation without 
permission. Violators could 
face five years in prison and a 
fine of 300,000 euros. 


US fisheries kill 4,600 sea turtles 
per year: study 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Im¬ 
proved fishing nets have 
saved tens of thousands of 
endangered sea turtles in re¬ 
cent years, but 4,600 are still 
dying annually, mainly in 
Gulf of Mexico shrimp 
trawls, said a US study on 
Wednesday. 

Turtle-excluder devices 
(TEDs), or large holes that 
allow the creatures to escape 
from nets that nab smaller ma¬ 
rine creatures, have helped cut 
back on sea turtle deaths up to 
94 percent since the 1990s, 
said the report in the journal 
Biological Conservation. 


The current annual death 
rate is a "dramatic reduction" 
from the estimated peak of 
about 71,000 before protective 
measures were put in place, 
said the Duke University-led 
study which examined data 
from the US National Marine 
Fisheries Service on 20 US 
coastal fisheries. 

But major gaps remain, 
particularly in the Gulf of 
Mexico and southeastern US 
shrimp trawl fishery area, 
where the study said up to 98 
percent of all turtle deaths are 
believed to have occurred in 
the past two decades.

Laughter really is the best 
medicine 



PARIS (AFP) - A rattling good 
laugh with friends will help 
you deal with pain thanks to 
opiate-like chemicals that 
flood the brain, according to a 
British study released. 

Researchers carried out lab 
experiments in which volun¬ 
teers watched either comedy 
clips from "Mr Bean" or 
"Friends," or non-humorous 
items such as golf or wildlife 
programmes, while their re¬ 
sistance to mild pain was 
monitored. 

Another test was con¬ 
ducted at the Edinburgh 
Fringe Festival, where the vol¬ 
unteers watched either a 
stand-up comedy show or a 
theatrical drama. 

In lab conditions, the pain 
came from a deep-frozen 
wine-cooler sleeve which was 
slipped onto the arm or from a 
blood-pressure cuff that was

pumped to the threshold of 
tolerance. 

For the Fringe Festival, the 
volunteers were asked to do a 
tough exercise — leaning 
against the wall with their legs 
at right angles, as if sitting on 
a straight-backed chair - be¬ 
fore and immediately after the 
performance, to see if laughter 
had helped with the pain. 

Just 15 minutes of laughter 
increased the level of pain tol¬ 
erance by around 10 percent, 
the study found. 

In the lab experiments, the 
neutral, non-funny program¬ 
ming had no pain-alleviating 
effect at all. Nor did watching 
drama at the Fringe Festival. 

However, the study notes 
two important distinctions. 

The only laughter that 
worked was relaxed, unforced 
laughter that creases the eyes, 
as opposed to a polite titter. 

And this kind of belly 
laugh is far likelier to happen 
when you are with others, 
rather than being alone. 

The protection apparently 
comes from endorphins, a 
complex chemical that helps 
to transmit messages between 
neurons but also dulls signals 
of physical pain and psycho¬ 
logical stress. 

Endorphins are the famous 
product of physical exercise - 
- they help create the "buzz" 
that comes from running, 
swimming, rowing, yoga and 


so on. 

In laughter, the release 
comes from an involuntary, 
repeated muscular exertion 
that comes from exhaling 
without drawing a breath, the 
scientists believe. The exer¬ 
tion leaves us exhausted and 
thereby triggers the endor¬ 
phins. 

One theory is that laughter 
helps transmit mating signals 
or cements bonding between 
individuals. 

Another idea is that, in a 
group setting, laughter pro¬ 
motes social cooperation and 
collective identity. It is thus an 
evolutionary tool to help sur¬ 
vival. 

The paper appears in Pro¬ 
ceedings of the Royal Society 
B, a journal published by 
Britain’s de-facto academy of 
sciences.

Are Turned Toes Trouble? 

— In-toeing or out-toeing occur when a child's toes point in¬ 
ward or outward as they walk. Many children who begin 
walking this way outgrow the abnormal gait. 

The Nemours Foundation mentions these signs that a child 
may need medical evaluation: 

•Continuing — past the age of 3 — to toe-in or toe-out while 
walking. 

•Limping or having pain while walking. 

•Turning one foot inward or outward more than the other 
foot. 

•Showing developmental delays in other areas, including de¬ 
layed speech. 

•Having walking abnormalities that worsen over time. 





UN pushes gender equality as population 
hits 7 bn 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
world's population will surge 
to seven billion next month 
and the challenge is not a lack 
of living space but how to em¬ 
power disenfranchised women 
and girls, the United Nations 
said Tuesday. 

The UN Population Fund 
(UNFPA), launching a move¬ 
ment called "7 billion Ac¬ 
tions," said the milestone was 
an opportunity to break the 
cycle of poverty and health 
crises in nations where huge 
gender inequalities exist. 

Ninety percent of the 
world's young people are in 
the developing world, includ¬ 
ing about 900 million girls 
and young women who have 
little or no access to education 
and reproductive health, fund 
chief Babatunde Osotimehin 
said. 

Global population has 


surged in recent decades. It 
took 123 years for the world to 
double from one billion in 
1804 to two billion in 1927. 
From 1987, when the number 
hit five billion, it took just 11 
years to add a billion more. 

The rate of increase ap¬ 
pears to be slowing, however, 
with 14 years expected be¬ 
tween now and the next bil¬ 
lion, and 18 years after that for 
the next, according to UN 
forecasts. 

Where a growing popula¬ 
tion will live is not the thrust 
of the problem, said the UN, 
which estimates that the 
world's entire population, 
standing shoulder to shoulder, 
could fit in the city of Los An¬ 
geles. 

But policies implemented 
today on maternal health care, 
access to family planning and 
girls' education, as well as 


eradicating female genital mu¬ 
tilation or the betrothing girls 
as young as five - are crucial 
to progress. 

Many of them want to go 
to high school and university, 
delay marriage, improve their 
health care and have smaller 
families, but it will take "un¬ 
precedented cooperation," ac¬ 
cording to Osotimehin. 

Lois Quam, who heads the 
US State Department's Global 
Health Initiative, said invest¬ 
ing in greater opportunities for 
girls was "essential" to solving 
the world's top challenges. 

"When women and girls' 
rights are protected and pro¬ 
moted, when women and girls 
are healthy and educated... can 
participate fully in society, 
then progress is triggered in 
their families, their communi¬ 
ties and their nations," she 
said.

De Jager said, but he did not 
specifically mention Greece. 

His comments come as 
Greece, which received a 110- 
billion-euro ($ 150-billion) Eu¬ 
ropean Union-IMF-European 
Central Bank rescue last year 
and is hoping for more aid, is 
feared to be on the edge of de¬ 
faulting on government bor¬ 
rowings, putting at risk the 
eurozone. 

France and Germany said 
Wednesday they were con¬ 
vinced that Greece’s future lay 
in the eurozone, as Athens 
vowed to stick to the harsh 
austerity measures required to 
get the EU bailout. 

Athens has been warned 
that failure to overhaul its 
economy could cost vital funds 
out of the bailout that rescued 
it from bankruptcy last year. 

A new 159-billion-euro 
lifeline from the EU currently 


TOKYO (AFP) - Japan will 
inject public funds totalling 65 
billion yen ($850 million) into 
two banks in the northeast to 
aid rebuilding after the March 
quake and tsunami, the Finan¬ 
cial Services Agency said. 

Sendai Bank, based in 
Miyagi prefecture, will re¬ 
ceive 30 billion yen in capital 
and Tsukuba Bank in Ibaraki 
prefecture 35 billion yen after 
they requested the cash to lend 
to firms for reconstruction, the 
agency said Wednesday. 

The funds will be provided 
later this month, it said in a 
statement. 

The banks will be the first 


to benefit from changes to the 
law in June that brought in 
provisions to help disaster-hit 
financial institutions after the 
quake and tsunami left nearly 
20,000 dead or missing and 


devastated parts of the Pacific 
coast. 

Local media reported that 
77 Bank, another regional in¬ 
stitution in Miyagi Prefecture, 
would also seek billions of 
yen under the provisions.

WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
World Bank President Robert 
Zoellick Wednesday blasted 
leading economies, especially 
Europe, for irresponsible poli¬ 
cies that are dragging down 
the rest of the world. 

The United States, Europe, 
Japan and China are all guilty 
of poor policies that have hurt 
the global economy, espe¬ 
cially the poorly-founded eu¬ 
rozone, Zoellick said. 

He faulted the 17-nation 
common currency area for 
unifying monetary policy 
while allowing members to 
go their own ways on spend¬ 
ing and taxation, leading to 


the current crisis. 

Zoellick spoke shortly 
ahead of a key tele-summit 
scheduled between Germany, 
France and Greece — the eu¬ 
rozone's two strongest 
economies and its weakest, 
respectively — aimed at 
stanching the fracture of re¬ 
gional unity. 

Zoellick also pointed his 
finger at China, the US and 
Japan for not being "responsi¬ 
ble stakeholders” in the world 
economy. 

"It is not responsible for 
the United States to falter in 
facing fundamental issues 
such as unsustainable growth 


in entitlement spending, the 
need for a pro-growth tax sys¬ 
tem, and a stalled trade pol¬ 
icy,” he said. 

Japan, meanwhile, "has re¬ 
sisted structural economic 
and social reforms that could 
retool its sputtering economic 
model.” 

And China, the world’s 
second largest economy but 
still young as a global power, 
needs to be ”a responsible 
trading partner” with a "re¬ 
sponsible exchange rate sys¬ 
tem” as well as "responsible 
investments” and "responsi¬ 
ble environmental policies.” 


NEW YORK (AFP) - Oil 
prices fell Wednesday in New 
York amid profit taking after a 
rally, as traders shrugged off a 
steep plunge in US crude 
stockpiles due mainly to bad 
weather in the Gulf of Mexico. 

On the New York Mercan¬ 
tile Exchange, light sweet 
crude for delivery in October 
dropped $1.30 to close at 
$88.91 a barrel. 

The benchmark WTI fu¬ 
tures contract had added about 
$3 over the past two days, fin¬ 


ishing Tuesday above $90 a 
barrel for the first time in six 
weeks. 

Traders took profits after 
prices hit key technical levels, 
said John Kilduff at Again 
Capital. 

In London, Brent North Sea 
crude for October gained, 
adding 51 cents to settle at 
$112.40 on the Intercontinen- 
talExchange. 

The WTI contract opened 
lower in New York, and losses 
accelerated after the publica¬ 


tion of the US government's 
weekly data on the country's 
oil stockpiles. 

Crude oil inventories slid 
by 6.7 million barrels last 
week, more than twice the 
amount expected by analysts, 
the Department of Energy re¬ 
ported. 

Gasoline stockpiles, which 
analysts forecast would de¬ 
cline, rose by 1.9 million bar¬ 
rels amid weak demand that 
was 2.7 percent lower than a 
year earlier.

WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
wife of assassinated US presi¬ 
dent John F. Kennedy did not 
care for French leader Charles 
de Gaulle or India's Indira 
Gandhi, according to newly- 
released taped interviews. 

The interviews with 
Jacqueline Kennedy, recorded 
months after the 1963 assassi¬ 
nation of her husband and 
aired for the first time by ABC 
News, include her candid as¬ 


sessments of world 
leaders and her time in 
the White House. 

"De Gaulle was my 
hero when I married 
Jack," she tells the his¬ 
torian Arthur 

Schlesinger, referring 
to her husband by his 
nickname, in a tape 
aired by ABC News on 
Tuesday. 

But when she met 
the French leader in 
person during a May 1961 
visit, shortly after Kennedy as¬ 
sumed office, she found de 
Gaulle to be "so full of spite" 
and disliked the French in gen¬ 
eral. 

"I loathe the French... They 
are not very nice, they are all 
for themselves," she said. 

Her criticism came despite 
the fact that she had studied at 
the Sorbonne at the age of 20 
and could speak French well. 


De Gaulle was not the only 
world leader that provoked 
Jacqueline Kennedy's ire. She 
describes Indira Gandhi, the 
future Indian prime minister, 
as a "bitter, kind of pushy, hor¬ 
rible woman." 

And at one point she re¬ 
veals that she had told her hus¬ 
band that US civil rights icon 
Martin Luther King was a 
"phony." 

The taped interviews of 
Jacqueline Kennedy — who 
died in 1994 without writing 
any memoirs — are being pub¬ 
lished by her daughter Caro¬ 
line Kennedy to mark the 50th 
anniversary of the start of her 
father's presidential term. 

The transcripts are being 
released in a book this month 
entitled "Jacqueline Kennedy: 
Historic Conversations on Life 
with John F. Kennedy." ABC 
News is airing the tapes this 
week. 


Michael Jackson left $30m to family 


NEW YORK — He was once 
one of the wealthiest singers 
in the history of entertainment, 
with an estimated fortune of 
more than $750m.,but when 
all Michael Jackson's debts 
were paid off, just $30m was 
left in his will for his family. 

The 'King of Pop' was 
heavily in debt when he died. 


Executors John Branca and 
John McClain of his estate say 
they will distribute the $30m 
to the Jackson Family Trust 
for the benefit of the singer's 
mother, his three children and 
charities, under the terms of 
the pop megastar's will. 

Jackson, who started his 
singing career as a child mem¬ 
ber of the Jackson Five with 


his brothers, was one of the 
most popular singers in the 
world. His Thriller album 
stayed at number one for 37 
weeks in 1982, a record only 
beaten by the soundtrack to 
West Side story. 

Jackson died of acute 
propofol intoxication after he 
suffered cardiac arrest at his 
home in Los Angeles on 25 
June, 2009. He was aged 50. 

A trial involving his per¬ 
sonal physician Conrad Mur¬ 
ray began last week. Murray 
pleaded not guilty to charges 
of involuntary manslaughter 
earlier this year.

MILAN (AFP) - Outsiders 
Trabzonspor stunned 2010 
winners Inter Milan 1-0 in 
the Champions League at the 
San Siro here on Wednesday 
to heap more misery on the 
Italian side's coach Gian 
Piero Gasperini. 

Czech right-back Ondrej 
Celustka was the unlikely 
hero for the Turks, who are 
only playing in the Champi¬ 
ons League on a wild card 
after Turkish champions 
Fenerbahce were kicked out 
over a match-fixing scandal. 

Trabzonspor had actually 
already been knocked out in 
the third qualifying round by 
Benfica. 

Although Inter enjoyed 
the greater number of 
chances, the visitors re¬ 
mained disciplined and or¬ 
ganised and struck from their 
only real chance to gain a fa¬ 
mous victory over their illus¬ 
trious opponents. 

After being vilified in the 
Italian press following Sun¬ 
day's 4-3 defeat at Palermo, 
Gasperini bowed to the pres¬ 
sure and abandoned his back 
three. 


But while the conven¬ 
tional back four may have of¬ 
fered him more solidity in 
defence, it didn't help the 
spectacle at an embarrass¬ 
ingly empty San Siro.

NEW YORK (AFP) - Serena 
Williams explained her out¬ 
burst at Greek umpire Eva 
Asderaki in Sunday's US 
Open women's final in a 
Twitter posting on Wednes¬ 
day, saying she lost control of 
her emotions. 

Australian Samantha Sto- 
sur coasted to a 6-2, 6-3 tri¬ 
umph over the American 
13-time Grand Slam singles 
champion, who directed a se¬ 
ries of insults at Asderaki in 
the second set. 

"My emotions did get the 
best of me this past weekend 
when I disagreed with the 
umpire," Williams said. "It 
has been a long road to get 
back to the US Open this 
year, and I am thankful to 


have had such a great two 
weeks in New York." 

Williams, who turns 30 on 
September 26, was fined 
$2,000 for a code violation 
for verbal abuse for her com¬ 
ments. 

She was on probation after 
a 2009 US Open semi-final 
outburst but was not banned 


from next year's US Open be¬ 
cause the latest tirade was not 
ruled a "major offense." 

Williams received $1.4 
million at the US Open, a 
runner-up prize of $900,000 
plus a $500,000 bonus based 
upon her results in tourna¬ 
ments leading to the US 
Open. 


Cyclist Longo pulls out of 
world championships 


PARIS (AFP) - French cycling 
heroine Jeannie Longo has 
pulled out of next week's world 
championships following re¬ 
ports that she could be handed 
a dmgs ban of up to two years. 

Longo, a 59-time national 
champion, is under scrutiny 
for failing to inform anti-dop¬ 
ing officials of her where¬ 
abouts ahead of random tests. 

The claims have put in 
doubt her plans to cap her 
stunning career with a possi¬ 


ble final Olympic appearance 
in London next year. 

They have already put 
paid to her appearance in 
Copenhagen next week, with 
her lawyer Bruno Ravaz 
telling AFP: "She is very 
upset by these unfair allega¬ 
tions surrounding her." 

Longo said in a statement 
that she was "not in the phys¬ 
ical or mental state to take her 
place at the highest level in 
an international competition."

Marlins to debut new ballpark in 2012 


NEW YORK (AFP) - Major 
League Baseball will open 
the 2012 season with the re¬ 
named Miami Marlins mak¬ 
ing their debut in a new home 
ballpark against St. Louis on 
April 4 under a schedule an¬ 
nounced on Wednesday. 

The Florida Marlins, as 
they have been known since 
being founded in 1993, will 
change their name in Novem¬ 
ber as they prepare to move 
into a $515 million re- 
tractable-roof stadium with 
37,000 seats and a view of 


downtown Miami. 

Major League Baseball 
will continue with a change 
made this year by starting 
and finishing the six-month 
season on a Wednesday, the 
mid-week move allowing for 
the World Series to conclude 
in October. The season will 
end on October 3. 

The day after the Marlins 
host the Cardinals, six game 
will be played, including 
Philadelphia at Pittsburgh, 
Los Angeles at San Diego, 
Washington at the New York 


Mets, Atlanta at the New 
York Mets in the National 
League and Boston at Detroit 
and Toronto at Cleveland in 
the American League. 

The 83rd Major League 
Baseball All-Star Game will 
be played on July 10 in 
Kansas City. 

Interleague play will be 
staged for a 16th season, with 
East, Central and West divi¬ 
sion clubs in each league 
playing rivals from that same 
division in the other league.

’Tired’ Nadal in Spain 
for Davis Cup semi

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CORDOBA (AFP) - Spain's 
Rafael Nadal arrived "a bit 
tired” in Spain for his coun¬ 
try's Davis Cup semi-final 
against France after his US 
Open final loss to Novak 
Djokovic. 

"I have played three weeks 
at the highest level possible. 
So I've arrived here a bit 
physically tired. We'll see in 
the coming days how I feel," 
he told a news conference on 
Wednesday. 

The world number two ar¬ 
rived in the southern city of 
Cordoba on Tuesday, just a 
day after his loss to Djokovic 
in New York. 

Spain, led by Nadal, meets 
France in the Davis Cup 
semi-final in Cordoba from 
Friday. 

"Anyway, (the team) is not 
just me. We are a team of four 
players and perhaps the cap¬ 
tain will decide that one of 
my teammates is better pre¬ 
pared than me." 


Aside from Nadal, Spain 
is represented by Fernando 
Verdasco, David Ferrer and 
Feliciano Lopez. 

Nadal flew from New 
York in a private jet, accom¬ 
panied by the head of the 
Spanish tennis federation and 
the mayor of Cordoba. 

"I have to say that nobody 
needed to convince me to 
come to defend my country," 
said Nadal, visibly irritated. 
"Not the mayor of Cordoba, 
nor anyone else. My decision 
to come was taken months 
ago." 

France is represented by 
Jo-Wilfried Tsonga, Gilles 
Simon, Richard Gasquet, 
Julien Benneteau and 
Michael Llodra. 

But it will be without its 
number one player, Gael 
Monfils, who is injured. 

France beat Spain 5-0 in 
the quarter-finals in Cler¬ 
mont-Ferrand last year before 
losing in the final to Serbia.
